East  coast  flooding 
recedes 


Tropical  Storm  Lee  caused  numerous 
school  closings  and  evacuations  on  the  East 
Coast,  though  floodwaters  are  now  receding. 
One  hundred  thousand  people  were  evacuated 
from  the  areas  surrounding  the  Susquehanna 
River,  but  waters  began  to  recede  on  Friday, 
Sept.  9.  Lee  caused  at  least  1 1 known  deaths, 
with  three  from  Washington,  D.C.  and 
northern  Virginia.  Pennsylvania  received 
nine  inches  of  rain  from  the  storm,  and  in 
Wilkes-Barre,  PA,  floodwaters  rose  to  38 
feet.  The  mayor  of  Binghamton,  NY  said  that 
Lee  was  the  worst  storm  to  hit  the  region  in 
60  years. 

Obama  proposes 
$447B  jobs  bill 


On  Thursday  night,  Sept.  8,  President 
Obama  presented  a $447  billion  package  to 
Congress  that  he  referred  to  as  the  “kind  of 
proposal  that’s  supported  by  both  Democrats 
and  Republicans.”  The  bill  cuts  payroll  taxes 
in  half  for  small  businesses  and  working 
Americans.  It  also  includes  a $4,000  tax  credit 
for  companies  that  are  hiring  new  employees. 
The  bill  requires  Congress  to  come  up  with 
an  additional  $1.5  trillion  in  savings  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  Obama’s  American  Jobs 
Act  includes  an  overhaul  of  unemployment 
insurance  and  new  spending  on  schools  and 
public  works  projects. 


U.S.  dedicates 
Flight  93  memorial 


In  Shanksville,  Pennsylvania,  thousands 
of  people  gathered  to  remember  those  who 
died  10  years  ago  on  Flight  93.  Miles  of 
cars,  trucks  and  motorcycles  drove  toward 
the  muddy  field  where  the  plane  crashed  on 
Sept.  1 1 , killing  the  40  passengers  who  tried 
to  prevent  four  terrorists  from  seizing  control 
of  the  plane.  Vice  president  Joe  Biden  led  the 
dedication  of  the  Flight  93  national  memorial. 
Former  Presidents  George  W.  Bush  and  Bill 
Clinton,  House  Speaker  John  Boehner  and 
President  Obama  visited  the  site.  George  W. 
Bush  spoke  at  the  dedication.

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NYC  building  catches 
fire 


On  Saturday,  Sept.  10,  a fire  was  started 
by  a transformer  on  the  roof  of  a building  in 
New  York  City,  putting  the  already  anxious 
city  on  edge.

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Starbucks  CEO  urges  Americans  to  boycott  campaign  funding

Starbucks  CEO  Howard  Schultz  wants 
other  businesses  to  join  him  in  his  boycott 
against  contributing  money  to  political 
campaigns. 

According  to  Schultz,  no  businesses  should 
give  money  to  politicians  until  Washington 
creates  a fair,  bipartisan  plan  to  deal  with 
the  country’s  debt,  revenue  and  spending. 
Over  100  other  business  leaders,  such  as 
Tim  Armstrong,  CEO  of  AOL,  and  Millard 
Drexler,  CEO  of  J.  Crew  Group,  have  signed 
Schultz’s  pledge. 

Over  20,000  people  have  also  pledged 
on  the  website  UpwardSpiral.org,  and  the 
boycott  has  more  sympathizers  on  Facebook, 
Twitter  and  other  social  networking  sites. 

Last  Tuesday,  Schultz  invited  Americans  to 
voice  their  frustrations  with  the  government 
in  a national  call-in  conversation  hosted  by 
“No  Labels,”  a nonpartisan  organization  that 
supports  political  cooperation.  Approximately 
130,000  people  participated  in  the  event. 

After  privately  emailing  fellow  business 
leaders,  Schultz  garnered  media  attention  for 
this  movement  when  he  released  a Letter  to 
America  earlier  in  August.  He  wrote,  “Our 
country  is  better  than  this.  Over  the  last 
few  weeks  and  months,  our  national  elected 
officials  from  both  parties  have  failed  to 
lead.  They  have  chosen  to  put  partisan  and 
ideological  purity  over  the  well-being  of  the 
people.” 

The  CEO  urged  politicians  to  make  difficult 
choices  about  America’s  long-term  financial 
prospects  with  a “willingness  to  sacrifice  their 
own  re-election”  and  to  consider  every  area 
of  reform,  including  taxes  and  entitlement 
programs. 

Furthermore,  Schultz  instigated  a second 
pledge  to  get  companies  to  begin  hiring 
again.  He  stated,  “Our  companies  are  going 
to  hire.  We  are  going  to  accelerate  growth, 
employment  and  investment  in  jobs.  We 


do  this  because  we  want  to  set  in  motion 
an  upward  spiral  of  confidence.  We  are  not 
waiting  for  government  to  create  an  incentive 
program  or  a stimulus.  We  are  not  waiting 
for  economic  indicators  to  tell  us  it's  safe 
to  act.” 

With  only  about  3,000  signatures,  the 
second  pledge  to  boost  employment  is  not 
progressing  nearly  as  well  as  the  one  to 
withhold  contributions.  Though  Starbucks 
has  managed  to  hire  36,000  new  employees 
from  last  January  to  August  and  has  plans  to 
open  up  200  new  stores  in  the  coming  year.

this  disparity  makes  sense,  given  the  recent 
dips  in  the  stock  market  after  Standard  & 
Poor’s  downgrade  from  AAA  to  AA+  status 
and  the  economy  failure  to  decrease  the 
unemployment  rate  during  the  month  of 
August. 

Schultz  released  a second  letter  this  month 
before  the  call-in  on  Sept.  6.  He  insisted  that 
“we  must  send  the  message  to  today’s  elected 
officials  in  a civil,  respectful  voice  that  they 
hear  and  understand.”  As  Mitt  Romney 
pointed  out  earlier  in  August  at  the  Iowa  State 
Fair,  corporations  are  considered  people  and 
have  more  ability  than  average  Americans  to 
sound  their  voices  vociferously  because  of 
the  amount  of  money  that  they  have. 


Nevertheless,  because  Schultz’s  pledge 
efforts  are  still  relatively  small,  political 
campaign  fimds-will-not  sufier-grievously; 
According  to  Federal  Election  Commission 
reports,  38  of  the  100  corporations  that 
signed  Schultz’s  pledge  have  not  contributed 
to  any  campaigns  since  2008  and  20 
businesses  gave  less  than  $5,000.  The  100 
corporations  collectively  have  given  $1.9 
million  to  political  campaigns  since  2008, 
but  presidential  nominees  have  collected  $ 1 .9 
billion  in  that  same  time  period. 

Additionally,  Schultz,  a registered 

Democrat, 
has  not 
d o n a.t  e d 
to  any 
Republican 
campaigns 
since  1999 
when  he 
contributed  to 
John  McCain 
when  he 
ran  against 
George 
Bush  in  the 
Republican 
presidential 
primary. 

With  President  Obama  up  for  re-election  in 
2012,  it  is  unknown  whether  or  not  Schultz 
will  contribute  money  to  presidential  political 
campaigns. 

However,  despite  the  disputably  negligible 
amount  of  money  that  political  campaigns  are 
really  losing  because  of  the  boycott,  Schultz’s 
ministrations  have  made  an  impact  in  the 
media.  Schultz  has  appeared  on  most  major 
television  networks  to  explain  his  cause. 

In  an  interview  on  Nightline,  Schultz  told 
anchor  Terry  Moran,  “My  biggest  concern  is 
that  America  is  drifting  towards  mediocrity 
and  that  people  don’t  recognize — and  by 
people,  I’m  meaning  Washington — don’t 
recognize  the  sense  of  urgency  and  the  fact 


that  I don’t  think  this  is  a crisis  anymore.  I 
think  it’s  an  emergency.” 

With  more  debate  looming  with  President 
Obama’s  latest  talks  about  how  to  boost 
jobs  before  the  unemployment  rate  rises 
even  higher,  it  is  likely  that  the  Schultz’s 
recent  press  coverage  will  impact  Congress 
members  as  they  decide  how  to  best  proceed 
with  the  down  spiraling  economy.  For  more 
information  about  Schultz’s  boycott  or  to 
take  the  pledge,  visit  www. up wardspiral 20 1 1 .

The  Mann  behind  climate

Michael  Mann  may  be  one  of  the  most 
highly-scrutinized  scientists  in  the  world 
today. 

Since  Virginia  Attorney  General  and 
University  alumnus  Ken  Cuccinelli  filed 
subpoenas  demanding  the  release  of  his 
research  in  April  20 1 0,  the  former  University 
professor  has  made  headlines  worldwide. 

Mann,  who  taught  at  U.  Virginia  from 
1999  to  2005,  now  directs  the  Earth  Science 
Systems  Center  at  Pennsylvania  State  U. 
Despite  his  move  north,  criticism  remains 
focused  on  his  time  at  Virgnia. 

Cuccinelli  claims  that  Mann’s  research  on 
global  warming  defrauds  tax  payers  by  using 
government  money  to  fund  suspect  research. 
Although  a judge  rejected  the  demand  in 
August  2010,  Cucinelli  appealed  the  case, 
which  is  now  stalled  in  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Virginia. 

To  exacerbate  matters  for  Mann,  the 
American  Traditional  Institute  filed  a 
Freedom  of  Information  Act  request  with  the 
University,  resulting  in  the  release  of  nearly 
4,000  of  Mann’s  documents  two  weeks  ago. 


Last  week.  Mann  initiated  legal  proceedings 
to  prevent  ATI  from  accessing  further  files. 

While  Mann  has  gained  increasing 
notoriety  in  the  attorney  general’s  office  and 
with  conservative  think  tanks,  his  efforts 
to  protect  his  work  have  gained  the  respect 
of  fellow  scientists  and  scholars.  “Mike 
[Mann]  is  standing  up  for  academic  freedom 
by  objecting  to  the  misuses  of  that  kind 
of  information,”  Environmental  Sciences 
Research  Prof.  Bill  Keene  said. 

Mann  is  best  known  for  his  “hockey  stick” 
graph,  a visual  representation  published  in 
1998  of  climate  warming  since  the  industrial 
revolution.  The  data  show  an  upturn  in  global 
temperature,  and  provide  a scientific  basis  for 
theories  of  global  warming. 

Keene  characterizes  the  graph  as  “a  visceral 
description”  of  the  phenomenon. 

“People  thought  climate  change  was 
happening  in  the  future,  but  it’s  happening 
now,”  he  said.  “That  graph  really  captured  a 
lot  of  people’s  imagination.” 

Keene  added  this  graph  does  not  sit  well 
with  conservative  ideologues.  Mann  has 
forcefully  responded  to  their  attacks  and 
proudly  accepts  his  role  in  the  fight  against

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Arlington  National  Cemetery 
now  catalogued  digitally

With  the  use  of  smartphones,  the  Gravesite 
Accountability  Task  Force  at  Arlington  Na- 
tional Cemetery  is  working  to  organize  the 
remains  of  mislabeled  fallen  soldiers. 

By  digitally  photographing  headstones, 
each  gravesite  can  be  uploaded  into  a data- 
base which  catalogues  every  fallen  soldier’s 
remains.  Satellites  have  also  been  used  to 
digitally  map  out  the  cemetery.  The  tech- 
nological cataloging  was  also  attempted  in 
2005,  but  was  unsuccessful,  according  to  the 
Arlington  National  Cemetery  website. 

“In  this  next  year,  leadership  will  focus 
on  using  technology  to  develop  programs  and 
products  that  will  bring  the  American  public 
closer  to  Arlington  National  Cemetery,”  ac- 
cording to  a news  release  by  the  Arlington 
National  Cemetery. 

Through  the  use  of  technology,  the  cata- 
loging is  more  organized,  making  plots  more 
available  to  the  families  of  fallen  soldiers, 
according  to  a news  release. 

“The  Army’s  actions  to  fix  the  problems 
discovered  more  than  a year  ago  at  Arlington 
National  Cemetery  are  encouraging,  but  they 
still  have  a long  way  to  go,”  Sen.  Claire  Mc- 
Caskill,  D-Mo.,  said  in  a news  release. 
McCaskill  remains  hopeful.  - 

“It’s  unfortunate  that  it  took  an  act  of 
Congress  to  ensure  proper  accountability 


and  oversight  of  this  sacred  ground,  but  I’m 
willing  to  do  whatever  it  takes  to  protect 
our  veterans  and  their  families,”  McCaskill 
said.  “I’m  eager  to  see  the  Army’s  progress 
and  review  their  full  report  to  Congress  later 
this  year.” 

Three  of  the  eight  soldiers  who  shared  the 
same  unmarked  grave  have  since  been  iden- 
tified and  their  families  have  been  notified. 
One  other  has  been  confirmed  as  “unknown,” 
three  sets  of  remains  cannot  be  identified  and 
an  investigation  continues  for  the  last  set  of 
remains,  according  to  a news  release  from  the 
Army  Criminal  Investigation  Division. 

“Army  CID  currently  has  ongoing  investi- 
gations into  possible  criminality  that  includes 
the  burial  of  eight  sets  of  cremated  human 
remains  in  a single  location  at  the  cemetery, 
improper  burial  reservations  and  possible 
contract  fraud,”  a CID  news  release  stated. 

McCaskill,  who  is  chairwoman  of  the 
Subcommittee  on  Contracting  Oversight, 
was  active  in  the  creation  of  a bill  to  man- 
age Arlington  National  Cemetery  enacted 
Dec.  7,  2010. 

According  to  the  bill,  the  cemetery  had  one 
year  after  the  bill’s  enactment  date  to  report 
any  discrepancies  among  burials  and  will  also 
require  the  reporting  of  all  burial  accounts  in 
the  cemetery.

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Researchers  study  health  effects  of  World  Trade  Center  dust

Paul  Lioy,  director  of  Exposure  Science  at 
the  Environmental  and  Occupational  Health 
Sciences  Institute  (EOHSI)  at  Rutgers  U., 
still  feels  proud  after  10  years  of  the  mass 
cooperation  that  drew  the  country  together 
after  the  Sept.  11  attacks. 

Although  he  was  not  a rescue  worker,  he 
experienced  some  of  that  synergy  when  it 
came  to  his  research  — analyzing  dust  par- 
ticles from  the  fallen  World  Trade  Center. 

In  a matter  of  days,  Lioy  assembled  his  first 
team  of  researchers  when  a number  of  agen- 
cies asked  if  he  could  collect  dust  immedi- 
ately after  the  attacks. 

“As  soon  as  some  my  colleagues  knew 
I had  samples,  I had  people... saying  ‘Paul, 
send  us  what  you  got.’  I said,  ‘I  have  no 
money’  and  they  said,  ‘Debt  doesn’t  matter. 
We  don’t  care  about  the  money.  It  was  about 
doing  work,”’  he  said. 

To  Lioy,  the  feeling  was  very  gratifying. 

“One  of  the  best  things  about  academics  in 
the  United  States  is  the  fact  that  if  you  know 
people  and  you  know  how  to  work  together, 
you  can  develop  collaborative  teams,  and  you 
can  get  things  done,”  he  said. 

The  effort  began  as  a volunteer  effort,  com- 
prised of  Lioy  and  a few  of  his  colleagues  at 
EOHSI,  but  it  expanded  to  include  research- 
ers from  around  the  nation. 

“We  were  very  concerned  at  that  point  be- 
cause there  were  a mass  amount  of  materials 
and  we  were  wondering  what  was  in  it. . . . So 
we  decided  to  . . . analyze  the  entire  dust,  not 
make  any  judgments  beforehand  as  what  to 
analyze  and  what  not  to  analyze,”  he  said. 

After  inspecting  the  samples,  the  team 
found  that  some  of  the  major  components  in- 
cluded cement,  cellulose  from  destroyed  pa- 


per, some  asbestos  and  polycyclic  automatic 
hydrocarbons  (PAHs)  or  potent  atmospheric 
pollutants  that  are  formed  by  incomplete 
combustion  of  carbon-containing  fuels. 

But  one  of  the  more  damaging  substances 
found  was  fiberglass  and  other  glass  particles, 
Lioy  said. 

“[There  were]  110  stories  and  two  build- 
ings of  glass  that  just  basically  fell  apart,  plus 
interior  glass,”  he  said.  “And  it  didn’t  fall 
apart  and  look  like  broken  glass.  It  became 
into  these  little  daggers  of  dust  fiber.  It  was 
pretty  intense.” 

In  essence,  the  dust  was  made  up  of  the 
components  of  a modem  building,  which 
Lioy  found  both  remarkable  and  frighten- 
ing. 

“It  was  so  unusual  because  [when]  you 
think  of  building  demolition,  you  don’t  think 
of  a demolished  building  being  pulverized  to 
dust,”  he  said. 

Other  than  the  material  make-up  of  the 
samples,  the  size  of  the  particles  found  in  the 
dust  also  proved  to  be  unusual. 

While  humans  normally  breath  particles 
in  every  day,  Lioy  said  they  are  usually  very 
fine  particles  and  are  regulated  due  to  long- 
term consequences  for  cardiovascular  and 
respiratory  disease. 

“But  this  was  different.  These  were  very, 
very  large  particles,”  he  said.  “We  didn’t  even 
have  name  for  it  so  we  called  it  ‘super  coarse 
particles’  because  they  were  bigger  than  what 
we  normally  collect  in  the  environment.” 

Fine  to  coarse  particles  range  from  .1  to 
10  micrometers  in  diameter,  he  said.  But  the 
particles  they  observed  ranged  from  10  to 
hundreds  of  micrometers  in  diameter. 

“Under  normal  circumstances,  you 
wouldn’t  think  of  that  being  a health  concerns 
but  then  you  put  it  together  and  think  Targe 
quantities  of  it,  inhaled’  . . . plus  the  fact  it 


had  all  these  fibers  in  it,”  he  said.  “And  those 
fibers  also  would  tend  to  be  like  daggers  go- 
ing out  into  the  lungs.” 

Due  to  the  lack  of  proper  measuring  equip- 
ment, one  element  that  initial  9/1 1 material 
collectors  could  not  account  for  was  gas  from 
the  burning  fuel  of  the  jet  planes. 

Lioy  believes  that  they  will  never  know  the 
true  amount  of  gas  and  other  dangerous  fuel 
materials  that  were  expelled  that  day. 

“When  you  are  dealing  with  a catastrophic 
event  in  real  life,  99  percent  of  the  time  you 
don’t  have  the  measurement  devices  avail- 
able,” he  said.  “The  only  thing  you  have 
sometimes  are  people  with  experience  with 
the  event,  and  9/11  caught  us  100  percent 
off  guard  cause  no  one  ever  had  to  deal  with 
it  before.” 

But  the  adverse  health  affects  due  to  dust 
inhalation  were  thoroughly  researched  and 
recorded. 

Studies  done  at  the  University  and  other 
institutions  have  shown  there  is  persistent 
asthma  in  about  27  percent  of  the  rescue 
workers,  Lioy  said.  Thirty  to  40  percent  have 
had  incidents  of  long-term  sinusitis. 

It  is  also  likely  that  workers  swallowed  the 
dust  materials  in  addition  to  inhaling  them, 
which  Lioy  said  led  to  instances  of  gastroe- 
sophageal reflux  disease  (GERD). 

“Another  thing  that’s  very  important  is 
that  the  people  with  the  highest  level  of  ef- 
fect and  longer-lasting  effect  are  ones  who 
got  there  early  and  were  exposed  to  the  dust 
as  it  was  being  generated  in  the  first  few 
hours,”  he  said. 

Still,  Lioy  said  dangerous  dust  particles 
and  long-term  health  affects  were  far  from 
peoples’  minds  that  day,  which  may  have 
added  to  the  danger. 

“We  didn’t  start  making  the  connection  as 
quickly  as  we  should,”  he  said.  “Within  the 


first  week  it  was  clear  that  something  was 
happening  because  people  began  to  talk  about 
a cough  then  it  became  coined  ‘the  World 
Trade  Center  cough.’” 

Because  relief  effort  and  rescuing  victims 
were  the  main  areas  of  focus  after  the  9/1 1 
attacks,  precautions  to  protect  the  rescuers 
were  not  adequate. 

“There  were  respirators  that  were  put  there 
but  respirators  weren’t  fitted  to  people,”  he 
said.  “[They  did]  not  really  made  it  manda- 
tory to  get  the  respirators  on  because  there 
were  so  many  agencies  in  charge  or  not  in 
charge.” 

Since  President  Barack  Obama  signed 
the  9/11  Health  Bill  — which  provides  $4.3 
billion  over  five  years  for  health  coverage  to 
9/11  rescue  workers  — in  January,  research 
work  like  Lioy’s  had  become  useful. 

But  he  refuses  to  develop  personal  feelings 
on  the  issue. 

“I  try  not  to  politicize  things  because  it’s 
unfair  to  anyone,”  he  said.  “All  I can  do  is 
make  sure  when  I do  my  work  I give  honest 
answers  and  give  the  best  info  I have  pos- 
sible.” 

Overall  Lioy  said  he  is  pleased  with  the 
approach  his  team  took  and  believes  it  was 
the  most  complete  assessment  of  the  World 
Trade  Center  dust  that  could  be  made. 

He  published  experiences  last  year  in  his 
book  titled,  “Dust:  The  Inside  Story  of  its 
Role  in  the  September  1 1th  Aftermath”  and 
said  writing  it  was  a cathartic. 

Still,  Lioy  wishes  cohesiveness  of 
post-9/1 1 had  stuck  around. 

“[I]  feel  just  as  proud  of  people,  how  they 
came  together  at  the  time,”  he  said.  “I  think 
the  thing  that  disappoints  me  is  how  we’ve 
lost  some  of  that  [as  a country]  over  the  last 
ten  years.  It  actually  came  together  and  it 
didn’t  stay  together.”

Mann  withstands  scientists7

those  who  do  not  believe  that  human  activity 
affects  climate  change. 

“A  personal  hero  of  mine,  Steve  Schneider 
...  once  told  me  to  wear  the  attacks  by 
climate  change  deniers  as  a badge  of  honor; 
that  they  were  simply  an  indication  of  the 
importance  of  my  work,  and  the  threat  that  the 
significance  of  my  research  findings  held  for 
those  doing  the  bidding  of  vested  interests,” 
Mann  said  in  an  email. 

Controversy  of  this  sort  is  nothing  new 
to  Mann,  who  called  recent  events  “just  the 
latest  in  these  unseemly  efforts  to  discredit 
me.”  Nevertheless,  the  legal  battles  Cuccinelli 
and  ATI  have  waged  have  taken  their  toll. 

“I  think  it’s  aged  him,”  Keene  said.  “I  think 
it’s  very  tough  to  be  able  to  face  this  same 
kind  of  abuse  all  the  time.” 

If  ATI  gains  access  to  the  additional 
5,000  documents  still  under  review  by  the 
University,  Mann’s  personal  correspondence 
while  at  the  University  would  become 
“fodder  for  cherry  picking,”  Keene  said. 

“The  inclination  is  to  protect  yourself,  and 
that’s  what  Mike’s  tried  to  do,”  Keene  said.  “I 
think  he’s  done  it  not  just  to  protect  himself, 
but  to  protect  the  science.  He’s  on  the  front 
line  of  this  and  now  our  University’s  on  the 
front  lines.” 


In  Mann’s  view,  the  battle  between  science 
and  ideologically-driven  groups  has  been 
waged  for  years. 

“I  think  it’s  as  important  today  as  it  has 
been  for  centuries  for  scientists  to  stand  up 
against  the  efforts  to  undermine  science  by 
those  with  an  agenda,”  Mann  said.  “Whether 
it  be  the  medical  science  that  demonstrated 
the  adverse  health  impacts  of  cigarette 
smoking,  the  harm  done  by  environmental 
contaminants  and  carcinogens,  or  the  damage 
to  our  climate  being  done  by  our  continued 
reliance  on  fossil  fuels,  science  and  scientists 
have  been  targeted  for  decades  by  industry 
special  interests  w'ho  consider  scientific 
findings  inconvenient  to  their  financial 
interests. 

Similarly,  his  colleagues  do  not  believe  that 
public  scrutiny  will  bar  the  development  of 
climate  change  research. 

“In  the  long  term  people  are  going  to  look 
back  and  all  of  these  activities  [debates]  are 
going  to  be  seen  as  road  bumps  towards 
doing  something  about  climate  change,” 
Asst.  Environmental  Science  Prof.  Amato 
Evan  said.

Where  are  you  actually  from? 

Originally  I am  from  the  States,  I’m  from 
Virginia,  but  I only  lived  there  until  I was 
about  three;  then  we  moved  to  Hong  Kong. 
After  Hong  Kong  we  moved  to  Malaysia  and 
then  Beijing  and  then  back  to  Hong  Kong 
then  back  to  Malaysia,  where  I graduated. 
My  family  now  is  living  in  Switzerland; 
they  moved  there  from  Malaysia  right  when 
I came  here  to  school,  and  they’ll  probably 
be  there  for  a few  more  years. 

How  did  you  get  started? 

When  I was  living  in  Malaysia  I went  to 
a DJ  school  with  a friend,  and  we  basically 
just  learned  everything  there;  we  took  it  for 
about  a year  or  so.

Even 
the  first  year  since  I got  here  compared  to 
now,  it’s  drastically  changed  like  how  many 
people  listen  to  the  stuff  I was  listening  to 
four  or  five  years  ago. 

What  was  the  DJ  academy  like? 

It  basically  started  off  with  learning  the 
traditional  way  of  DJing — actual  turntables 
and  everything.  And  a guy  that  had  been 
DJing  all  over  had  started  his  own  school, 
and  he  just  kind  of  taught  us  how  to  do  it 
everyday  afterschool. 

Have  you  always  been  into  music? 

I’ve  always  been  into  music.  I’ve  been 
in  bands  and  stuff;  all  through  high  school 
I was  in  punk  bands  and  pretty  heavy  stuff, 
and  it  wasn’t  really  until  later  on  when  I got 
into  more  electronic  dance  music.  I kind  of 
try  to  influence  it  from  my  background  and 
bring  it  into  what  I do  today. 

What  is  it  like  interacting  with  the 
crowd? 

It’s  a good  feeling;  it’s  something  I have 
really  enjoyed.  It  is  kind  of  an  indescribable 
feeling  to  play  music  and  reading  people  and 
seeing  them  interacting  with  music  you’re 
playing.  You  know  when  you  play  something 
right  when  people  are  enjoying,  and  you 
know  almost  instantly  when  you  play  some- 
thing wrong  that  people  aren’t  into.

Between 
my  freshmen  and  sophomore  years  I played 
at  Bourbon  once.  At  the  end  of  freshmen 
year  I played  with  Sam  Adams  at  his  show 


here  (Baltimore),  so  that  was  pretty  big. 
Sophomore  year  it  kind  of  picked  up  a lot 
more;  I went  to  Zen  West,  and  now  I do  that 
every  weekend,  that’s  a steady  thing  every 
Saturday.  I started  to  play  a lot  more  and 
started  to  throw  a lot  of  my  own  events  we 
were  throwing  monthly  events  at  Sonar  last 
year  and  booking  different  artists.  We  put 
together  an  event  for  Big  Sean  before  he  got 
big.  And  now  since  I’m  back,  I have  Rally 
that  is  coming  up,  I’ve  got  Zen  every  Satur- 
day and  something  in  the  works  for  Boston 
and  a couple  other  Sonar  things. 

How  did  you  get  yourself  out  there  and 
these  places  to  book  you? 

Yeah,  that’s  definitely  the  biggest  thing. 
Like,  today,  its  less  about  how  much  skill  you 
have  and  actually  playing  music  and  know- 
ing what  your  doing,  and  it’s  more  so  about 
getting  online  and  finding  emails,  finding 
people  that  know  people,  attending  events, 
Facebook,  sending  your  stuff  out.  It’s  all 
about  working  connections;  that’s  definitely 
the  most  difficult  part.  You  kind  of  have  to 
be  open  to  putting  yourself  out  there  and 
promoting  yourself. 

How  has  living  different  places  and  not 
having  a typical  American  childhood  in- 
fluenced you  and  your  music?

and  creative  graphics.  So  that’s  kind  of  my 
mainstream  path,  I guess,  but  I’ll  see  what 
kind  of  opportunities  come  my  way.

peers.  Each  year,  the  start  of  the  semester 
calls  on  male  and  female  students  alike  to 
return  to  the  Loyola  campus  wearing  our 
finest  fashions;  it’s  a display  of  sartorial 
showmanship,  a desire  for  all  of  us  to  begin 
the  academic  year  looking  appropriately 
trendy.

Perhaps  one  of  the  biggest  obstacles 
with  the  current  weather,  aside  from  actual 
clothing,  is  the  effect  the  general  dampness 
has  on  hair.

During  today’s  economic 
climate,  the  pragmatic  college  student  wants 
to  do  everything  he  can  to  make  himself  more 
hirable  and  usually  that  involves  being  adept 
with  the  latest  technology. 

The  job  market  is  looking  for  engineers, 
business  innovators  and  people  who  know 
computers.  Logically,  a college  student 
would  want  to  invest  his  hefty  tuition  cost  into 
an  education  that  will  lead  to  employment. 
Thus,  is  it  not  a hindrance  on  students  to 
restrict  their  access  to  technology  when  in 
the  classroom? 

The  Aristotelian  pursuit  of  knowledge  for 
the  sake  of  its  virtue  is  over.  Whether  one 
believes  that  this  is  something  to  mourn  or 
laud,  the  fact  remains  that  most  students 
attend  college  to  get  a job  after  four  years  of 
trudging  through  the  core  requirements.

I’ve  talked  to  a bunch  of  upperclassmen  who  studied  abroad,  and  they  all  stressed 
what  an  amazing  experience  they  had  and  gave  me  some  great  advice,  but  the  whole 
process  seems  a little  intimidating,  especially  settling  on  a country  to  apply  to.  I’m 
also  a bit  skeptical  about  whether  or  not  I could  deal  with  being  away  from  home  for 
an  entire  semester.  What  are  some  of  the  pros  and  cons  of  studying  abroad,  and  how 
would  you  suggest  sophomores  go  about  preparing  their  application  and  choosing  a 
country  amongst  all  of  Loyola’s  options? 

-Scared  to  Study  Abroad 

A:  Dear  Scared, 

Not  to  worry;  lots  of  students  deal  with  this  sort  of  anxiety  when  deciding  whether  or 
not  to  study  abroad.  So  many  programs  to  choose  from:  Which  country?  Fall  or  Spring? 
Homestay  or  dorm?  The  questions  are  limitless  and  extremely  overwhelming! 

Don’t  let  such  quandaries  discourage  you,  however.  The  best  advice  I can  give  you  is 
to  seriously  investigate  all  of  your  options.  Sit  down  and  take  some  time  to  read  all  of 
the  country  descriptions  on  the  International  Programs  website.  Then,  start  to  weed  out 
programs  that  you  know  you  definitely  would  not  be  interested  in.  Is  your  major  going 
to  limit  your  options?  Do  you  have  enough  core  left  to  amplify  your  flexibility  with  class 
options  while  abroad? 

Another  thing  to  consider  is  finances.  If  you  have  a scholarship  or  receive  lots  of  financial 
aid,  you  will  most  likely  want  to  partake  in  a Loyola  program.  Make  sure  you  read  up  on 
the  differences  between  Loyola  and  non-Loyola  programs  so  that  your  parents  don’t  have 
a heart  attack  when  they  are  sent  the  bill. 

After  you  have  narrowed  down  your  search  to  about  three  programs,  attend  information 
sessions  and  bring  up  any  remaining  questions  you  may  have  with  the  program  directors. 
Then  it’s  just  a matter  of  personal  preference  and  choosing  the  country  you  w ant  to  visit 
the  most  that  still  accommodates  you  academically  and  economically. 

Studying  abroad  is  an  amazing  experience,  but  it’s  not  for  everyone.  If  you  are  the  type 
of  person  who  likes  to  visit  home  every  now  and  then  and  is  uncomfortable  with  foreign 
settings,  then  study  abroad  may  not  be  for  you,  and  that’s  perfectly  fine. 

But  if  you  are  willing  to  push  yourself  outside  of  your  comfort  zone  and  experiment 
with  a liberating  experience,  then  I definitely  recommend  giving  it  a shot.  This  is  a once 
in  a lifetime  opportunity,  and  trust  me,  I’ve  yet  to  meet  someone  who  went  abroad  and 
wished  they  hadn’t.  Do  your  research,  pick  the  program  that  best  suits  you,  and  you  will 
not  be  disappointed.

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Grano  Pasta  Bar:  high  quality  Italian  cusine  on  a budget

Finding  a good  dish  of  pasta  for  a price 
that  fits  the  college  budget  can  be  difficult  in 
Baltimore.  Of  course.  Little  Italy  beckons, 
with  its  indoor  bocce  court  at  La  Scala,  the 
famous  pastry  at  Vacarros,  and  the  pasta  at 
Aldos.  While  the  treasures  of  Baltimore’s 
Little  Italy  neighborhood  are  always  a good 
bet  for  a family  weekend  or  special  occasion, 
they  can  be  a bit  pricy  and  formal  if  you’re 
only  looking  for  a quick  bite  to  eat. 

Look  no  further  than  Grano.  A small, 
comer  pasta  bar  located  on  The  Avenue  in 
Hampden,  Grano  features  simple,  delicious 
and  affordable  dishes.  The  prices  of  the  pasta 
are  fantastic,  with  most  dishes  not  exceeding 
$9  or  $10.  The  Pomodoro  runs  for  $8,  the 
Carbonara  $10  and  the  Bolognese  $11.  This 
is  a steal  for  such  high  quality  Italian. 

One  of  the  hallmarks  of  the  restaurant  is  its 
quick  nature.  Rather  than  sitting  down  for  a 
three-course  meal  anywhere  else,  one  could 


have  a dish  of  Carbonara  in  front  of  them  in 
a few  minutes.  Another  noteworthy  feature 
is  the  fact  that  all  the  dishes  are  made  right 
in  front  of  you.  The  sizzling  garlic,  bursts  of 
flame  and  the  sight  of  linguine  flying  through 
the  air  as  the  chef  handles  the  pan  definitely 
complement  the  pasta  bar  experience. 

In  terms  of  dishes,  Grano  offers  a great 
variety  of  sauces,  including  a Pomodoro, 
Puttanesca,  Bolognese,  Carbonara,  Pesto, 
Vodka,  and  more.  A great  feature  of  their 
menu  allows  for  the  creation  of  any  pasta/ 
sauce  combination.  They’ll  also  even  mix  the 
sauces  or  add  ingredients  to  order. 

While  the  Bolognese,  made  with  local  meat 
from  Springfield  Farms  in  Sparks,  Maryland, 
is  always  a go-to  choice  for  me,  I decided  to 
order  on  the  lighter  side  and  try  the  Aglio- 
olio  e Peperoncino  with  Linguine.  At  first 
glance,  the  dish  appears  to  be  nothing  more 
than  a standard  garlic  and  oil  pasta.  However, 
it  becomes  much  more  interesting  after  the 
first  bite,  upon  which  the  spice  of  the  hot  chili 
peppers  becomes  apparent.  The  nice  bum  of 
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Pasta  Grano  Bar  is  a student-friendly  budget  alternative  to  some  more  pricey  Little 
Italy  dining  options. 
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The  Aglio-olio  e Peperoncino  with  Linguine  proves  to  be  more  than  meets  the  eye 
when  the  taste  of  hot  chili  peppers  merge  with  the  garleic  and  fresh  tomatoes. 


the  chili  peppers  combined  with  the  olive  oil 
and  roasted  garlic,  along  with  fresh  tomatoes 
and  a bit  of  romano  cheese,  make  a great  light 
dish  that  remains  subtle  and  simple,  yet  very 
interesting  at  the  same  time,  much  like  the 
restaurant  itself. 

If  there’s  time,  make  sure  to  finish  off  the 
meal  with  at  least  an  espresso,  which  after 
the  spice  of  the  chili  peppers  will  make  for  a 
great  after-dinner  addition.  If  you’re  flunking 
about  dessert,  the  chocolate  chip  cannoli, 
homemade  Coconut  Flan  or  the  homemade 
Tiramisu  are  all  available. 

All  in  all,  Grano  is  a great  restaurant.  With 
a dish  of  pasta  costing  no  more  than  any  meal 


at  Loyola,  venturing  out  to  Hampden,  one  of 
Baltimore’s  most  interesting  neighborhoods, 
is  a no-brainer.  If  you’re  from  the  Northeast 
and  yearn  for  the  perfect  sauces  of  the  North 
End  in  Boston  or  Little  Italy  in  New  York 
City,  then  Grano  is  your  answer.  It’s  laid 
back  atmosphere  makes  it  a great  hangout 
spot,  and  there  usually  isn’t  a wait  from  11:30 
a.m.  to  5 p.m. 

At  night  the  pasta  bar  gets  busier,  but  still 
maintains  the  inviting  neighborhood  hangout 
environment.  So  take  a seat  at  the  bar,  order 
a Bolognese  and  an  espresso,  and  experience 
a bit  of  Italy  in  Hampden.

In  2006,  Robert  “Bo”  Burnham  was  just 
a 16-year  old  kid  with  Internet  access,  a 
camera,  an  electric  keyboard  and  some 
incredible  wdt.  He  sang  his  sarcastic  ballad, 
“My  Whole  Family  thinks  I’m  Gay”  and 
uploaded  the  video  to  YouTube  on  a whim. 
The  video  went  viral,  and  Bo  became  an 
overnight  sensation. 

One  EP,  two  CDs,  three  tours  and  nearly 
five  years  later,  Burnham’s  popularity  has  not 
dissipated.  The  6’ 5”  comedian  hunches  over 
his  guitar;  before  strumming  a single  chord  he 
speaks  into  the  microphone  and  says,  “This 
next  song  takes  something  that’s  not  so  fun 
and  makes  it  offensive.”  Burnham’s  song, 
“New  Math”  has  almost  eight  million  hits. 

Vice  President  of  Social  Affairs,  junior 
John  Hopkins,  had  been  on  the  hunt  for  the 
fall  comedy  show  since  July. 

“He  [Burnham]  is  very  popular  among 
college  students,  and  he  is  the  youngest 
person  to  be  featured  on  Comedy  Central. 
He  was  recommended  to  us,  and  his  shows 
are  hysterical!  We  are  really  excited  to  have 
him,”  said  Hopkins. 

Ingenious  lyrics  accompanied  by  catchy 
melodies  lay  the  groundwork  for  Burnham’s 
tastefully  offensive  stand-up  act.  Burnham 


is  a comedic  dare  devil,  touching  on  taboo 
themes  that  involve  sex,  rape,  homosexuality, 
white  supremacy,  etc. 

Hopkins  said,  “All  the  comedy  shows  are 
designed  for  adults  and  mature  audiences, 
and  we  do  not  monitor  his  act  or  anything 
like  that.  In  addition,  I have  gotten  feedback 
from  other  colleges  that  have  heard  him  in 


the  past,  and  from  what  I heard  there  were 
no  major  issues.” 

There  are  no  limits  or  boundaries  for  this  2 1 
year-old.  Everyone  and  anyone  is  susceptible 
to  being  mocked  and  ridiculed;  he  pokes  fun 
at  paraplegics,  Helen  Keller,  Jews,  women. 

In  2009,  Burnham  told  the  Columbia  Daily 
Tribune,  “It’s  so  ironic  because  gay  bashers 


were  the  ones  labeling  me  in  high  school... 
I try  and  write  satire  that’s  well-intentioned. 
But  those  intentions  have  to  be  hidden.  It 
can’t  be  completely  clear,  and  that’s  what 
makes  it  comedy.” 

Words,  Words,  Words,  Burnham’s  most 
recent  album,  is  loaded  with  his  usual 
sarcastic  tone.  The  song  “Art  is  Dead,” 
reveals  some  insight  to  Burnham’s  character 
that  his  audience  doesn’t  usually  see.  He 
opens  the  song  by  saying,  “This  song  isn’t 
funny,  but  it  helps  me  sleep  at  night.” 

The  song  is  a diatribe  to  the  self-obsessed, 
self-indulgent  artist — including  none  other 
than  himself: 

“I  must  be  psychotic;  I must  be  demented  / 
to  think  that  I’m  worthy  of  all  this  attention, 
/ of  all  of  this  money  you  worked  really  hard 
for.  / 1 slept  in  late  while  you  worked  at  the 
drugstore.  / My  drug’s  attention.  I am  an 
addict,  / but  I am  paid  to  indulge  in  my  habit. 
/ It’s  all  an  illusion,  I’m  wearing  make-up.” 

You  Tube  was  the  gateway  in  which 
Burnham  entered  into  a wqrld  of  comedy.  His 
channel  on  You  Tube  is  still  an  active  account 
where  you  can  view  his  new  work  and  some 
other  short  goofy  clips  he  has  composed. 

The  show  is  this  Friday,  Sept.  16  at  9 
p.m.  in  Reitz  Arena.  Tickets  are  $20  and  can 
be  purchased  at  the  box  office  or  the  SGA 
table.

cut  favorite  to  win  the  NFC. 

On  paper  the  Eagles  look  unstoppable.

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Division-leading  Diamondbacks  playing  the  role  of  Cinderella  in  NL  West

The  unforeseen  success  of  the  Arizona 
Diamondbacks  has  to  be  one  of  the  biggest 
surprise  stories  in  MLB  this  season. 
Unforeseen  success,  for  everyone  other 
than  manager  Kirk  Gibson,  who  led  Arizona 
during  the  second  half  of  last  season  after 
taking  over  for  AJ  Hinch. 

Now  on  the  verge  of  winning  the  NL  West 
title,  fans  must  be  shaking  their  heads,  unable 
to  comprehend  how  a 65-97  debacle  last 
season  has  in  just  one  year  turned  into  what 
iOoks  to  be  a playoff-bound  team. 

Last  season’s  2010  campaign  left  fans  of 
the  D’backs  with  more  than  disgust — it  left 
them  with  horror  images  of  the  letter,  “K.” 
This  letter  even  crept  into  their  minds  in  the 
joffseason,  appearing  to  the  eye  as  backwards, 
jjust  as  it  did  so  many  times  during  the  season. 
[Arizona's  offense  managed  to  look  up  after 
the  1 62-game  season  and  their  dreadful  “K” 
total  read,  1,529. 

. That,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  was  the 
highest  amongst  all  MLB  teams  last  year, 
for  strikeouts  by  a team’s  offense  and  the 
highest  total  by  a team,  ever!  They  averaged 
9.44  strikeouts  per  game. 

So  of  the  27  outs  that  the  rules  of  baseball 
allow  each  offense,  the  D’backs  failed  to  put 
the  ball  in  play  about  33%  of  their  outs.  To  the 
most  common  observer  of  baseball  fans,  the 
general  rule  of  thumb  is  that  if  you  strikeout, 
you  have  almost  zero  shot  at  ever  reaching 
base — the  extremely  small  case  being  the 
strikeout  swinging,  ball  in  the  dirt,  where  the 


runner  can  take  off  for  first  base,  so  long  as 
the  base  isn’t  already  occupied. 

Along  with  the  swings  and  misses  of  their 
20 1 0 campaign,  they  were  in  a division  that 
featured  the  World  Champion  San  Francisco 
Giants  and  the  oh-so-close-to-the-playoffs, 
San  Diego  Padres. 

These  division  rivals,  coupled  with  the 
scrappy  Colorado  Rockies  and  a roster  full 
of  young  talent  in  the  Los  Angeles  Dodgers, 
the  Diamondbacks — on  paper — stood  as 
good  a chance  at  winning  the  division  as  it 
did  for  it’s  offense  to  strikeout  less  than  9.44 
times  in  a game. 

Baseball  people  just  didn’t  see  it  happening 
then  or  even  this  season. 

Out  of  their  eight  starters  who  took  the 
field  for  them  each  day  in  2010,  six  of  them 
acquired  100  strikeouts  or  more:  Adam 
LaRoche  (172  K’s),  Kelly  Johnson  (148) 
Justin  Upton  (152),  Stephen  Drew  (108), 
Chris  Young  (145)  and,  last  but  certainly 
not  least,  Mark  Reynolds,  with  a grand  total 
of 211. 

Fast  forward  to  present  day.  Currently, 
the  Diamondbacks  have  three  players  with 
over  1 00  K’s,  and  there  is  a chance  of  them 
having  five  players  reach  that  mark;  however, 
it  doesn’t  look  like  any  of  them  will  exceed 
150  total  strikeouts. 

You  may  think,  well,  they  have  already 
accumulated  over  1,100  strikeouts  to  this 
point  as  a team,  so  they  will  be  in  the  ballpark 
of  their  total  of  last  year. 

But  in  baseball,  strange  things  happen, 
and  if  they  finish  the  season  with  even  1 62 


less  strikeouts,  that  is  one  chance  a game, 
that  they  put  the  ball  in  play  more  than 
last  season.  Also,  their  roster  this  season 
sports  a different  look:  Juan  Miranda,  Paul 
Goldschmidt  and  Xavier  Nady  have  split  time 
at  first  base,  Aaron  Hill  was  recently  swapped 
for  the  strikeout-happy  Kelly  Johnson,  and 
Ryan  Roberts  has  taken  over  at  third  for  the 
strikeout-king,  Mark  Reynolds,  who  was 
shipped  to  Baltimore  in  the  off-season. 

In  addition,  the  newly  acquired  John 
McDonald  along  with  Willie  Bloomquist 
have  been  sharing  the  role  of  shortstop  as 
Stephen  Drew  looks  to  miss  the  rest  of  the 
season  due  to  injury. 

Along  with  these  new  pieces  in  place, 
Justin  Upton,  the  face  of  Arizona  baseball  the 
past  few  seasons,  has  put  up  an  MVP  season: 
currently  hitting  .300,  with  30  home  runs,  85 
RBI,  20  steals  and,  for  the  Moneyball  fans 
out  there,  he  sports  a .381  OBP. 

But  offense  isn’t  all  that  has  been  fixed 
in  2011.  Cy  Young  candidate  Ian  Kennedy 
(former  Yankee  prospect)  is  19-4  with  a 
2.90  ERA  and  has  given  the  team  over  200 
innings  thus  far. 

Along  with  the  emergence  of  Ian  Kennedy, 
Daniel  Hudson  has  been  impressive  in  his 
own  right — going  1 6-9  with  a 3.4 1 ERA  and 
becoming  another  guy  to  rest  up  Arizona’s 
bullpen  by  gathering  over  200  innings  of 
work.  These  young  guns  have  been  electric, 
making  D’back  fans  enjoy  watching  the 
strikeout  again,  so  long  as  their  team  is  the 
one  dishing  out  the  K’s. 

To  close  it  all  down  is  the  rebirth  of  once 


lights-out  JJ  Putz.  Thirty-eight  of  his  42 
save  attempts  have  been  converted,  all  the 
while  he  displays  a 2.45  ERA,  giving  the 
team  a solid,  experienced  closer  to  finish  off 
their  opponents — hopefully  allowing  them 
to  make  a serious  run  in  the  playoffs  come 
October. 

For  now  though,  the  K’s  are  a distant 
memory,  and  desert-baseball  fanatics  aren’t 
having  nightmares  of  2010  anymore;  the 
ghost  of  Mark  Reynolds  now  haunts  Oriole 
fans,  and  the  inconsistency  of  Adam  LaRoche 
doesn’t  toy  with  their  minds  any  longer. 

D’back  fans  are  daydreaming  of  Luis 
Gonzalez  never  seeming  to  touch  the  ground 
as  he  floated  in  baseball  euphoria  down  the 
first  baseline  of  the  2001  Fall  Classic;  of  Jay 
Bell — looking  more  like  your  local  physician, 
than  the  game  winning  run  of  the  deciding 
game  7 — busting  down  the  third  baseline  into 
baseball  history.
